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CUMBERLAND 
SETBACK LAW 
IS APPROVED 


The protests of a scattering of 
citizens Saturday did not stop the 
Cumberland 
Twp. 
supervisors 
from passing a “set back” ordi­ 
nance which was described as a 
“stop gap” to help maintain the 
ftatus quo in respect to building 
in the township until such time as 
a zoning ordinance can be pre­ 
pared, approved and put into 
effect. 
The ordinance, one of several 
considered 
at 
the 
supervisors’ 
meeting at the home of the town­ 
ship secretary, VV. F. Cooley, pro­ 
hibits construction of buildings 
and signs or billboards within 
these limits of public roads: From 
the center line of existing town­ 
ship roads, 70 feet: from the right 
of way line of state highways, 50 
feet, and from government (Na­ 
tional Park* avenues, 150 feet. 
It. was the set back restriction 
in respect to the government ave­ 
nues that stirred the most pro­ 
test, but even so, only three per­ 
sons of the dozen present were 
outspoken against this limitation. 


Why The Taxpayers? 
“Why should we. the taxpayers, 
go along with this government 
and tourist business?” one citizen 
asked as he attributed the super­ 
visors’ impending action on the 
ordinance to “some man here in 
town, someone who is hidden.” 
Thomas H. Nixon, chairman of 
tile township’s planning commis­ 
sion, assured the critic that the 
ordinance had been recommended 
to the supervisors on the basis of 
the commission s own determina­ 
tion and was not the result of in­ 
fluence from without. 
But Nixon did say that the 
choice of the 150-foot set back line 
for government avenues had lieen 
suggested by National Park Serv­ 
ice personnel. 
Atty. John A. MacPhail, coun­ 
sel for the supervisors, stated to 
those inquiring that the ordinance 
will not affect existing building 
within set back limits, nor will it 
prohibit repair of such structures. 
Delay Action 
The supervisors referred back 
lo the planning commission an­ 
other proposed ordinance which 
would have required building |>er- 
mits for all but agricultural con­ 
struction in the township. Sev­ 
eral of the citizens present made 
suggestions which the supervisors

Judge Eagen has served the 
Laekawanna County court for 18 
years.

It was Judge Eagen’s decision 
on a recent case against a movie 
exhibitor for showing obsene films 
that was reversed by the state 
Supreme Court in a split decision.

The high court said the act 
under which the exhibitor was 
convicted by Judge Eagen was 
unconstitutional because the words

After long and intimate talks 
with West Germany's Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer and Britain’s 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
Ike went to Paris to see Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle. 
Then he flew to Scotland to re­ 
lax at Hls 16-1 com apartment in 
Cuizean Castle. 
On leaving Culaean, he shook 
hands with his host and hostess. 
the Marquis and Marchioness of 
Ailsa.

He was utterly devoid of 
what today we would call po­ 
litical glamor.

They and three others, who left 
under police escort moments ear­ 
lier, were charged with disorder­ 
ly conduct. 
As the two were being hauled 
out by officers, someone in the 
crowd pointed out Ivor Kraft, 34-

and 
shouted, "Let’s get this guy." 
The mob leaders pushed him to 
the ground and began pummeling 
him. Kraft’s s p e c t a c l e s were 
knocked off and a sleeve was 
ripped from his shirt. 
No injuries were reported to the 
other pickets who were attacked, 
James L. Lacy, 24, Washington 
Negro, and Joseph C. Sheehan, 26,

A visit to downtown Westport 
dispels the illusion that the town 
has emptied.

cream parlor, playing at being 
ancient, has marble-topped tables, 
candy jars filled with licorice and 
a nickelodeon.

gatehouses and high walls. The 
motorist may catch just a glimpse 
of the hotel-like structures among 
the fine old trees. The view of 
these homes from the Sound is 
one of great expanses of lawn 
stretching to the sea wall, private 
boat anchorages, often with ocean­ 
going yachts “parked" for a visit. 
Nature lovers will enjoy the 
Birdcraft Sanctuary in Fairfield.

But Kopriver saw a lot of empty 
seats on the Democratic side and 
demanded a verification of the roll 
call. 


More Debate
